HUNS HELD EVERYWHERE 


Despite Great Masses of Men Thrown Against Entente, 


Teutons Unable to Gain Any Ground Yesterday; 


His Losses Terrible-British Retake Feuchy 


The American army in France is to fight shoulder to shoulder 


the British and French troops who are now engaged in the 


titanic struggle -with the Germans in Picardy. General Pershing's 
entire force has been given into the hands of General Foch, the new 
generalissimo, who is to use the men where he desires. 


More than 100,000 Americans, intensively trained and fully 


accoutred are available for immediate use in aiding to stem the tide 
of the German hordes, and large numbers of them on railroad trains 
and in motor trucks and even, afoot, already are on their way to 
Die battle front, eager to do their part in defeating the invaders. 


Enemy Held Everywhere. 


\ The miserable weather wliich has broken over the country is 
proving no deterrent to the .Americans as they push forward from 
all directi&nS toward the battle zone. 


From tbe region of the Soinme southward to where the battle 


line turns eastward furious fighting has continued on various sectors, 
but everywhere the, enemy has been held, and even pushed back at 
some points. Nowhere has he been able, although he continued to 
throw great masses of . men into the fray, to gain ground, except an 
iliflnite small tract from .the French north of Moreuil. British and 
French machine guns and '^ri3c-men as in days past, again tore great 
holes in the ranks of the field of grays as they endeavor to press on.

HAND TO HAND FIGHTS 


Battle Line Waves Back and 
Forth—Teutons Leave Ground

With the- French army in France, 


Saturday, March 20. — A great flood 
of German infantry flowed against 
the French line today between More- 
uil and Lassig-ny. It 
was 
purely a. 


battle of foot soldiers. 
Heavy masses 


of Germans were hurled against the 
French time after time, only to be 
cast back again by counter' attacks- 


This was especially the case around 


Lassigny, the town which formed the 
limit of the German line before their 
retreat in March of last year. 
The 


battle line fluctuated several times in 
the course of the da-*-1, both sides dis- 
playing the greatest obstinacy.' The 
French and Germans met often in 
hand to hand fighting in the villages 
of Orvillers, Plem on t and Plessier" E>e-. 
Roye, where bayonets and hand gren- 
ades did deadly work. 
Deadly Work of French Artillery. 


The French artillery some times 


found an opportunity for getting into 
action. 
It overpowered 
tha 
much 


weaker German guns. Apparently the 
enemy has not been able to bring up 
his. heavy cannon, the British and 
French in retiring at the first rush 
when the battle started ten days ago 
having destroyed roads 
and 
small 


bridges. This prevented the bringing 
up of powerful German weapons and 
also put an obstacle in the way of the 
bringing: forward of supplies. 


Moreuil was the scene of some of 


the hardest fighting of the day. The 
combatants struggled in the streets 
unt:i one or the other succumbed. 


At one point German attacking col- 


umns came under almost point blank 
fire of French 75's, whic"- made terri- 
ble execution in their 
ranks 
and 


caused a panic stricken retreat of the 
survivors. 


Ground Strewn with German Dead.

The opinion is general that the bat- 


tle, will be a long one, perhaps keep-

pauses between the various phases. 
V'hether the Germans will be able to 
make a demonstration in another di- 
rection while the present struggle is 
progressing remains to be seen, but 
indications point to the utilization of 
c great part of their available troops 
in this huge effort. 


Dutch Are Angered By 


Our Seizure of Ships 


The Hague, Netherlands, Satur- 


day, March 31. — The seizure of 
the Dutch merchantmen in Ameri- 
can ports is characterized by the 
Dutch government, in a statement 
in the Official Gazette, as "an act 
of violence which it will oppose 
with all the energy of its convic- 
tion and its wounded nat-'onal feel- 
ing." 
The government takes issue 


with the proclamation of Presi- 
dent Wilson regarding the decision 
of the United States, saying it con- 
tains assertions wliich are contrary 
to the fact. 


The statement says the Dutch 


nation "with painful surprise" has 
taken notice of President Wilson's 
proclamation and that the seizure 
of a neutral mercantile fleet is un- 
justifiable.

NOT CAUSE FOR AXXIKTIV 
Ever since tho matter of prohibition 


became a live issue in Oneonta there 
,has been not a little said about tho 
effect of no-licen.so upo^ tho business 
interests of urban communities. 
In 


the state o£ New York there has been 
no basis for consideration of the com- 
parative commercial value of wet or 
dry in cities, albeit the report for vil- 
lages of nearly city size has been con- 
clusive in -favor o£ the latter. In other 
states, however, there are many dry 
cUias, and recently Mrs. Elizabeth H. 
TiHon of Cambridge, Mass., visited 
four, southern cities — Charleston, Sa- 
vannah, Columbia and Richmond — all 
of which have been dry long enough to 
afford some Indication as to how the 
pjaii Is succeeding. 


Tho most astonishing thlnff about 


the report which Mrs. Tilton makes 
is the evidences of changes in senti- 
ment. Several newspapers and a con- 
siderable number of men and organ- 
izations who opposed 
the 
changes 


from wet to dry, now say that they 
are pleased ,with the present condi- 
tions, and they announce that they 
will continue to support the prohibi- 
tion features in the future. 
It had 


been supposed in most Instances that 
those who took position, after all the 
years of agitation, and had come to 
the conclusion that prohibitics would 
be a failure, would stick to their orig- 
inal contention. But their change of 
heart seems to be complete and they 
are convinced that former positions 
•wer. wrong. 


"Wo need not go into details," she 


says, "concerning all these cities. The 
benefits of the new law seem to be 
about the same in each. The negro 
population of these cities is about 52 
per cent, and the crimes commuted in 
the cities w^re fully 
SO 
per,, cent 


chargeable to the negro population. 
Liquor has beea the cause of fully 60 
per cent of the crime, for tho reduc- 
tion in crime since the dry period, 
commenced has proven this. In Sa- 
vannah, for example, a chain gang 
which there had been at all times 
from 600 to 700 men, fell, after the 
strict prohibition la.w became effect- 
ive, to 200 men and has remained not 
higher than that figure ever since. 
The records oC the police department 
show the following

crease; disorderly conduct,

cent decrease; drunkenness, 72 per 
cent decrease; larceny, 60 per cent de- 
crease, and lunacy, 54 per cent de- 
crease. 
As for business effect, the 


secretary of the Retail Merchants' as- 
sociation declared 
that "we 
were 


afraid oC prohibition, but it has been 
a great help to bifelness." The secre- 
tary o£ the Savannah Cotton exchange 
said that there was bitter opposition 
to prohibition in that 
organization 


'especially to tho removal of the bai 
across the street.' It was said that 
the members of that exchange used 
to spend $10,003 a year at that bar, 
'but after wo got used to having liquor 
.inaccessible we fuund that wo did not 
mind very much, and business is so 
much better under prohibition that 
there are very few men in the Cotton 
Bxchango who would want to seo the 
saloons back.'

FARMERS CALLED IX DRAFT. 


Suggestions Made to Agriculturists by 


County Agent Loader. 


M. C. Burrit oC Ithaca, 
county 


agent leader for tho state, sends the 
following to Farm Bureau agents 
which will be of general '.nterest to 
tho farmers of this and all other 
counties: 
To County Agricultural Agents: 


I beg to call your attention to the 


following statement issued by the 
United States Employment Service of 
the Department of Labor, as printed 
in the official bulletin of March 20. 
This should be given publicity and 
called to the attention of farmers. 


"A new draft of about 80,000 men 


shortly will be called to the colors. 
The Provost 
Marshal General has 


ordered that men actively, assiduous- 
ly, and completely engaged in the 
planting or cultivation of a crop but 
who are enlisted in Class 1 of the 
draft and within the quota should be 
deferred until the end of the new 
quota.' 


Must Make Affidavit, 


"Tho local draft boards, being ju- 


dicial bodies, cannot defer the call of 
such men, however, unless the farm- 
ers employ them support ..heir claims 
for such deferred classification with 
nfilduvits. It Is therefore of vital im- 
portance that farmers immediately 
execute and file such affidavits with 
tho local boards." 


Immediate Action Urged. 


"If farmers whose handa are effect- 


ed in this new call fail to follow this 
advice, they should have no cause for 
complaint if their men are taken from 
them at this critical time. It will be 
useless and unreasonable to later pro- 
test if they havo done nothing to re- 
tain ll-icir help. Immediate action on 
thc-jpart on every farmer whose em- 
ployees are affected Is essential and 
should not be delayed under any cir- 
cumstances."
